JI do not now recall having noticed a 
sale of one in bronze, though I presure if a bronze one should turn up it would 
bring considerably wore thar in white wetal, 

Metbership Medal of The American Nuriswatic and Archealogical Society, which 
was first issued in 1676, and continued in use until the Society changed its name, 
Tt was issved in silver ane bronze, and we have none of these medals excepting the 
specirens in the Society's collection. They were sold to the members. These also 
turn up occasionally. ; 

Charities and Correction Vedal, 1896, by Victor D. Brenner, issued in silver 
and bronze. 

Greater New York Medal, 1898,»by Tiffany & Co., issued in silver and bronze. 

Prince Henry of Prussia Nedal, 1902, by Victor D. Brenner, issued in silver. 

Awericus VespuciiusWedal, 1903, by Victor D. Brenner, silver and bronze. 

John Paul Jones Wedal, 1906, by Victor D. Brenner, silver and bronze. 

Sir Francis Drake Medal, 1907, by Rudolf Marschall, silver and bronze. 

Archer ¥, Buntington Medal, 1908, by Emil Fuchs, bronze. 

Budson Fulton Medal, 1909, by Ewil Fuchs, Silver, This medal was adopted by 

the Hudson Fulton Commision as the official medal, and by them issued in various 
pizes, and disposed of in different ways. The medal i8 of the diaweter of three
